The 1975 Indiana Legislature 
today in joint session heard a 
“state of the judiciary” mes­ 
sage from Chief Justice Rich­ 
ard M. Givan before returning 
to its tax battles. 
The 1851 Constitution 
had 
required a “state of the state” 
message from the governor to 
the legislature, but not until the 
effective date of a judicial 
constitutional amendment 
in 
1972 was the requirement added 
that “the chief justice shall 
have prepared and submit to 
the General Assembly regular 
reports on the condition of the 
courts and such other reports 
as may be requested.” 
The 
House 
has 
on 
its 
calendar a 
bill that would 
create a 30-day moratorium in 
the state sales tax starting Feb. 
15 and also providing for a 
sales tax holiday on new cars 
retroactively from Jan. 13 to 60 
days from enactment of the 
proposed law. 
It 
was 
recommended 
for 
passage by the House Ways and 
Means Committee Monday. 
Although Republicans, who 
control the Senate, are cautious 
about outright rejection of the 
tax plan being developed by the 
Democratic-controlled 
House, 
the outlook for enactment of the 
holiday in the 4 per cent sales 
tax is poor. 
Burst Checking 
Senate 
Finance 
Chairman 
L a w r e n c e Borst, R-In- 


dianapolis, said he is checking 
with several economists on the 
impact or lack of impact a 
sales tax holiday would make 
on the economy. But he said 
that so far, he does not believe 
it would have any spur on the 
economy. He said he has been 
advised by merchants and car 
dealers that the mere discus­ 
sion of a possible holiday is 
causing some people to hold off 
making purchases they would 
and could be making now. 
Once the sales tax holiday 
bill passes the House—which 
could happen Wednesday or 
Thursday—it will go to Borst’s 
committee. 
A companion to the sales tax 
holiday bill from the “emergen­ 
cy’’ plan outlined by House 
Speaker Phillip E. Bainbridge 
and House Ways and Means 
Chairman Spencer Schnaitter, 
D-Madison, last week is expect­ 
ed to be recommended for 
passage this afternoon. This is 
a measure increasing benefits 
for unemployed. House Labor 
Committee Chairman Jewell 
Harris, D-Gary, said he expects 
the bill to be recommended for 
passage following a committee 
meeting upon adjournment this 
afternoon. 
The Senate Monday received 
do-pass recommendations from 
the Senate Finance Committee 
on the five bills that are the 
heart of a tax help program 
outlined by Gov. Otis Bowen. 
These bills are slated for 
second reading in the Senate 


Thursday. They would return 
about $80 million to Hoosiers 
either directly through rebates 
on individual income tax and 
exemption of eye glasses, false 
teeth and hearing aids, and tax 
breaks for renters, the elderly 
and 
disabled, 
or 
indirectly 
through revenue sharing. 
Partisan Vote 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee had recommended 
passage of the two Democratic- 
sponsored help-the-people bills 
Monday by a partisan 14-8 vote. 
Schnaitter estimated the sales 
tax moratorium could cause up 
to a $60.6 million loss in state 
revenues, half of which would 
be from the state general fund 
and half from the property tax 
replacement fund. 


The House Labor Committee 
worked Monday on a bill that 
would expand collective bar­ 
gaining to other state and local 
government employes except 
for teachers, who already are 
covered under a 1973 law, and 
for police and firemen, who will 
be the subject of another bill. 
The committee recommended 
passage of the bill which does 
not specifically ban strikes.

Three Arab guerrillas who 
took part in a bloody siege at 
Paris’ Orly Airport surrendered 
in Baghdad today, ending a 
daylong airborne odyssey in 
search of a refuge. A Beirut 
newspaper said the guerrillas 
wanted 
to 
protest 
Israeli 
attacks on southern Lebanon. 
Baghdad Airport officials said 
an Air France 707 jetliner 
carrying the guerrillas landed 
in 
the 
Iraqi 
capital 
this 
morning for the second time in 
12 hours 
and 
the 
gunmen 
surrendered. 
“The surrender came without 
any problems,” the officials 
said in a telephone conversation 
with UPL They did not say if 
the three requested asylum. 
The officials said “the French 
crew of the plane is in good 
condition.” 
The three-m an 
volunteer 
crew flew the plane and the 
hijackers 
on 
a 
frustrating 
journey in which airport after 
airport in the Middle East 
denied the jet permission to 
land. 
The Arabs took off from Orly 
Airport Monday morning when 
France provided a getaway jet 
in exchange for IO hostages 
held for 17 hours. 
The trio holed up in an 
airport restroom Sunday after­ 


noon after French police foiled 
an attack against an Israeli 
jetliner. 
The guerrillas, tossing gre­ 
nades and firing pistols, fought 
their way from the airport’s 
crowded observation deck to 
the washroom. Eighteen per­ 
sons were injured. 
The Beirut newspaper An 
Nahar 
said 
the 
guerrillas 
carried out the attack in protest 
against 
Israeli 
raids 
into 
Lebanon. Israeli troops crossed 
the border several times last 
week, blowing up houses and 
shelling 
towns 
in 
southern 
Lebanon it said were hideouts 
for Palestinian guerrillas. 
The newspaper said it had 
received a written statement, 
signed merely by “Arab Revo­ 
lutionaries,” claiming responsi­ 
bility for the Orly affair, which 
it called the “South Lebanon 
Operation.” 
The “Arab revolutionaries” 
denounced Lebanese authorites 
for allegedly failing to protect 
the south against Israel, and at 
the Palestine Liberation Organ­ 
ization for condemning the Orly 
operation. 
The statement alleged that 
“certain organs” of the French 
security service had shown 
complicity in the killing of 
three Arab leaders in Paris in 
recent years.

represented “ a perversion and a

of the 
UNESCO role.” 
Reaction of the three educators was announced by Dr. 
Reuben Shevitz, Indianapolis, chairman of the Indiana 
regional advisory board of the AntiDefamation League 
of B ’nai B’rith.

TMK SPENDING EXPLOSION 
An explosion in Federal spending is largely to blame 
for the nation’s current economic woes. 


Federal spending amounted to $1.8 trillion in the last 
nine years, double that of the previous decade, Norman H. 
Ture, former Treasury economist and now a Washington- 
based economic consultant, said at the recent national 
conference of the Tax Foundation. 


The net deficit in the last nine years was $101.2 billion, 
in the last four years $64 billion. 


Chiefly because of the deficits, Ture continued, the 
stock of money was increased about $108 billion from 1964 
through 1973 — $63 billion in the last four years. It should 
be plain that public policies of continued deficit spending 
and expansion of the money stock will make further in­ 
flation inevitable. 


Yet both in the Ford administration and in Congress, 
most of those who will make the decisions that affect the 
future of the economy and all of our lives are talking along 
lines of bigger deficits. 


To keep on running substantial deficits, Ture 
stressed, and recent history backs him up, would be 
outright surrender 
to 
inflation. 
Tax 
increases 
theoretically aimed at reducing the deficits could prove 
self-defeating by encouraging increased public spending 
in excess of revenue increase — which would mean more 
deficits. But present talk is of tax cuts and even more 
deficits. 


The right course, Ture thinks, would be the most 
difficult — an about-face in tax policy, the adoption of 
measures that would encourage saving and capital for­ 
mation. 


“ Present tax policy might be appropriate to a capital- 
surfeited economy, which exists only in fantasy,” Ture 
said. It appeals only to those “ who espouse the no-growth 
policies which would consign most of the world’s people to 
desperate, hopeless deprivation.” 


It would be gratifying if administration officials and 
members of Congress would begin talking along the 
common-sense lines taken by Ture. 


As of now, too many are saying, essentially, that the 
American people can have their cake and eat it too — 
which just won’t happen.

A physician does not contract 
to insure the outcome 
of 
treatment. The law presently 
recognizes honest mistakes in

and 
diagnosis. 
Allowances are made for lack of 
facilities in the community as 
well as restricted opportunities 
to learn new techniques. 
Regardless of the outcome of 
treatment, 
malpractice 
suits 
cannot be won if the physician 
follow “ good medical practice.” 
They are unsuccessful if the 
doctor 
has 
exercised 
“ reasonable care.” provided he 
has the skill and learning 
commonly 
possessed 
by 
members of the profession in 
good standing. 
Any changes in 
the laws 
limiting recoveries of victims of 
malpractice must be viewed

Yogurt Anyone? 
“ During biblical times, people 
in the Middle East discovered 
yogurt. They found that when 
milk was left in a warm place, it 
thickened and developed a 
different, ta rt flavor. More 
im po rtantly, it had 
better 
keeping qualities than fresh 
milk.” 
The foregoing statement is 
from a new yougurt information 
sheet published by 
National 
D airy Council. Since in fo r­ 
mation on yogurt is not always 
readily available, here are some 
of the facts: 
Like milk, yogurt is an ex­ 
cellent source of calcium , 
riboflavin, 
and 
protein. 
Yogurt, in fact, contains all of 
the many nutrients of milk. 
Thus, yogurt can be substituted, 
cup for cup, for the amounts of 
milk that are recommended 
daily — 2 or more cups for 
adults; 4 or more cups for 
te e n a g e rs; 
3 or 
more 
for 
children. 
It is a mistake if people 
believe yogurt can make the 
whole meal. The yogurt-meal, 
particularly the yogurt-lunch, 
has gained advocates among 
dieters. My advice is that if you 
expect to obtain all of the 
nutrients you need daily, you 
should balance your meals with 
choices from the other food 
groups as well. 
Yogurt can 
represent the milk group But 
then, add some things from the 
m eat-fish-egg 
group, 
from 
vegetables and fruits, a.id from 
breads and cereals. It isn’t hard 
to do. 
Another misconception that 
nu tritio nists are concerned 
about is the mistaken notion 
that 
fruit-flavored 
yogurt 
is 
lower 
in calories. 
The fact 


simply is that 8 ounces of plain 
yogurt will check out at about 
180 calo ries w hereas 
fruit 
flavors may range from 204 to 
250 calories. The point is, you 
should know what you are doing 
- and in America especially, 
yogurt 
has 
becom e 
truly 
popular only since the fruit - 
flavored v arieties w ere in­ 
troduced some years ago. 
Ancient yogurt was made by 
warmth that encouraged fer­ 
m entatio n 
of 
the 
bacteria 
naturally present in milk. Later, 
when boiling milk becam e 
desirable, it was learned that 
the boiling destroyed even the 
desirable bacteria in milk. So, 
these bacteria were returned to 
milk by “ stirring in a portion of 
yogurt saved from the previous 
batch.” 
N ow adays, 
processing 
is 
continuous, virtually automatic, 
and performed in rigorously 
sanitary conditions. Since early 
in this century, two species of 
yogurt-producing bacteria have 
been available as cultures from 
la b o ra to rie s. 
With 
either 
culture, and usually a mixture 
of 
fresh, 
partially 
skimmed 
milk 
and 
nonfat 
dry 
milk, 
yogurt is produced. Fresh whole 
milk and skim milk may, of 
course, be used, too. Flavored 
yogurt may be m ade strictly 
with flavorings added, or with 
actual fruit at the top or bottom 
of the container, or stirred in 
throughout.

M ich., says flatly in its Dec. 7 
newsletter the four-speed m anu­ 
al tranmission saves 12 to 15 
per cent on fuel consumption 
and, by using this gea rb o x , 
Am ericans probably could solve 
the autom obile fuel shortage. 
The Motor Vehicle M anufac­ 
turers Association of the United 
States 
doesn’t 
accept 
this 
thesis 
A spokesman for the 
association conceded, 
in 
the 
hands of an expert driver, a 
car with a manual gearbox will 
burn less fuel than a car with 
an autom atic transmission. 
“ But the real fuel waster is 
the driver, not the ca r ,’

said. “ Most drivers waste fuel 
regularly whether the car they 
are 
driving 
has

manual 
gearbox or an autom atic.” 
He said 93 4 per cent of the 
cars sold in the United States in 
1973 were equipped with auto­ 
m atic transm issions, including 
m any buses and other com m er­ 
cial vehicles He said there are 
no reliable com parative figures 
on

consumption 
perform ances 
of 
autom atic 
transm issions and manual gear 
boxes. Europeans never have 
been so enthusiastic about the 
autom atic shift 
T he 
B ritish 
A utom obile 
M anufacturers 
Association 
based 
its 
view 
on 
several 
recent com petitive fuel m ileage 
tests both in the United States 
and 
abroad, 
including 
the 
much publicized Union Oil Co 
econom y run. Of 76 American 
cars that com peted, only five 
had manual gear boxes and 
only one of these was 
four 
speed. The 72 American cars 
with autom atic transm issions 
averaged 
14 8 mpg. the five 
with manual gear boxes 21 8 
m pg. The results were som e 
what hke comparing apples and 
oranges, however, because the 
a v e r a g e d isp la cem en t of the 
cars with autom atic shifts was 
314 cubic inches against only

areas of farmland, not only will 


you. the land owner, benefit but 
so w ill the a r e a ’s w ild life 
population. 
Trees 
and 
shrubs for 
im ­ 
proving wildlife habitat m ay be 
purchased from the Division of 
F orestry 
of 
the 
Indiana 
D ep artm ent 
of 
N atural 
Resources. These are one and 
two-year old seedlings which 
vary in cost for $2 to $6 per 
hundred depending on species 
and age. Also, the state nur­ 
series have three packets that 
contain 175 trees each. These 
are m ade up of four to seven 
different species of trees and 
wildlife shrubs, and sell for $7.28 
per packet. Flanting stock may 
also ne used for reforestation, 
erosion control and windbreak 
co n stru ctio n . All trees and 
packets are sold on a first-com e, 
first-serve basis.

The congressional 
year will not be without its 
vacations. 
Even before adjourning last 
Dec, 20 for a Christmas holiday 
which ends today, congressional 
leaders mapped out a vacation 
agenda. 
Nobody can predict what the 
94th 
Congress will do. 
But 
everyone knows when the 94th 
Congress will not be in session 
to do it. 
In congressional terminolog 
these absences are not cal 
vacations. They are known as 
“nonlegislative periods.” 
They are defended—perhaps 
rightly 
so—as 
breaks 
that 
senators and House members 
need to return home, break 
bread with constituents and 
find out what the folks back 
home are thinking. 


Probably most members of 
Congresssdo go home. 


But 
a 
surprising 
number 
return from mid-winter “non­ 
legislative periods” with envy- 
generating suntans even though 
their districts are experiencing 
below-zero temperatures and 
gargantuan snowdrifts. 
Others come back with tales

of the beauties of Europe or the 
mysteries of the Orient. These 
noble souls sacrifice the chance 
to go home for duty-inspection 
trips that happen to take them 
to some of the nicer parts of 
the world. 
Presumably refreshed by the 
Christmas holidays, Congress 
will have to work a solid three 
weeks before taking its first 
“nonlegislative period.” 
It’s in honor of Lincoln’s 
birthday which falls on Feb. 12. 
But so that the activities aren’t 
restricted, Congress will take 
off from Feb. 7 until Feb. 17. 
That will be followed by the 
Easter recess (March 21-April 
7), the Memorial Day recess 
(May 23-June 2), the July 4 
recess (June 27-July 7), and 
then the daddy of them all, the 
August recess (Aug. I-Sept. 3). 
The chance 
to 
view 
fall 
foliage is not forgotten. There’s 
the October recess (Oct. 10-Oct. 
20), Veterans Day (just the one 
day) and Thanksgiving recess 
Nov. 21-Dec. I. 
If that sounds like a lot of 
time off, it is. But it doesp’t 
really compare to the old days 
when Congress used to quit 
around mid-summer or a little 
later—for good.

Wallace Says 
Time Changed

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI) 
— 
Gov. 
George 
Wallace, 
priming for another probable 
presidential campaign, became 
Alabama’s first three-term gov­ 
ernor today and promised to 
work 
for a 
better life 
for 
everyone and to speak out 
“promptly and forcefully” on 
national affairs. 
Wallace said in his prepared 
inaugural remarks that “many 
things have changed” since he 
first took office in 1963 on a 
vow of “segregation forever.” 
He said a spirit of unity that 
had developed over the last 12 
years was “one of the great 
advance* of this period.” 


The 55-year -old Wallace, par­ 
alyzed from the waist down 
from an attem pt on his life in 
the 1972 presidential campaign, 
said he was not content to dwell 
on the past but anxious to 
tackle the future. 


“Our 
citizens 
have 
been 
subjected to many difficult and 
trying experiences,” Wallace 
said, “but, as is usually the 
case, adversity has made us a 
more dedicated and unified 
people.” 
Wallace, who tried to block 
school integration in the early 
1960’s, said that in all segments 
of Alabama from the factory 
worker, school child, legislative 
and executive branch “we find 
a unity of effort and purpose 
which can only De to the benefit 
of this state and her people.” 
He has appointed a black, 
Birmingham weekly newspaper 
publisher Jesse Lewis, to his 
Cabinet, making him the first 
Alabama governor this century 


to place a black in a high 
governm ental 
position. 
He 
plans to name another black as 
an administrative assistant. 
Wallace said he will continue 
to be 
involved 
in 
national 
affairs and promised to “speak 
out promptly and forcefully on 
those things I feel important to 
America and to Alabama in 
particular. 
“I will continue my interest 
in all things related to the 
welfare of this state and this 
nation,” Wallace said, “and 
will not hesitate to speak out 
when and where necessary. To 
do less would be a dereliction 
of my duties.”
